Adopted By 
Edison Co. 

Use Of New Wage Schedule 
Will Save The Jobs Of 
Over 500 Employes 

All departments of the South¬ 
ern California Edison Company, 
Ltd., are now on a five-day week 
schedule w’ith corresponding pay 
adjustments, according to a s^te- 
ment made by .Tohn B. Miller, 
chairman of the Board, In a let¬ 
ter sent out to holders of the pre¬ 
ferred stock fo the company to¬ 
day. The completion of several 
of the larger construction pro¬ 
jects of the company and the gen- 
ral slowing down of business were 
given by Mr. Miller as reasons 
for adoption of the new schedule, 
The letter to the stockholders is 
quoted in part: 

“Effective September 1st, all 
departments of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Edison Company Ltd., were 
piaced on a five-day week sched¬ 
ule with corresponding pay adjust¬ 
ments. The plan was first intro¬ 
duced in some departments in 
May, was extended to inculde sev¬ 
eral more groups in August and 
30 days later was made opera¬ 
tive throughout the organization.

' “This readjustment was made 
‘ in order to spread out the avail- 
'able work over a larger number 
; of employes and thus provide 
work for some 500 employes who 
might otherwise have to be re¬ 
leased. To discharge a large num- 
iber of our employes at a time 
when it is extremely difficult for 
i anyone, even a highly skilled 
speciali.st, to obtain a new posi- 
tion, was of course highly unde- 
I sirable. 

“For this reason, we adopted 
the five-day week in place of 
five and one-half days, thus giv¬ 
ing less work to each employe 
but enabling more to remain on 
the payroll. The basis of pay has 
not been changed but the em¬ 
ploy's earnings are reduced by 
approximately nine percent in 
proportion to the shorter work 
per week. 

“The decrease in avaTTable work 
has been due in part to the gen¬ 
eral slowing down of business but 
principally because of the finish¬ 
ing of large construction projects. 
Service has not been handicapped 
in any way by the change as the 
wqrk is staggered so that all de¬ 
partments having contact with 
the public are as well manned as 
they were under the former plan.

Handles On Eans 
Laid By Old Hen 
In San Gabriel 

A hen’s egg with a handle 
was taken to Prof. Bruce M. 
Harri.son of the department of 
biology. University of Southern 
California, this week, from a 
chicken ranch in San Gabriel, 
where one of a hunded white 
leghorns wa.s responsible for 
the abnormality. The egg was 
normal in size and shape, but 
had a soft shell and an ap¬ 
pendage nearly an inch and a 
half in length and an eighth 
on an inch in diameter 

Microscopic and other inves¬ 
tigations by Dr. Harrison 
showed that the appendage 
was causefl by an excess of 
twisted white albumen or 
white of the egg, and that the 
chalaza, one of tiie albuminous 
threads within the egg used to 
keep the yolk in proper posi¬ 
tion, had extended during the 
egg’s formation, forming the 
handle.
